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Emergency Home Shelters Should Be Provisioned 



"In emerR^ncy, whether na- 
tural dlaaster or enemy attack, 
there Isn’t time to collect and 
prepare all Hem* required for 
an emergency atation at home", 
Jake Fitapatrick. director of 
Civil Oefenae for Perry County 
said today. 

"An emergency station, In the 
baRement or other almllar shel- 
ter should be provided with 12 
essentials.'* Fitapatrick continu- 
ed, adding; 

First In Importance la stored 
drinking water or other liquids. 
Two gallons will be needed 
tor each person, plus an entra 
gallon for each child under 
three years. 

A seven day supply of foods, 
including milk, should be stor- 
ed. This can include food al- 



ready in the refrigerator, plus 
canned or packaged foods on 
cupboard shelves. Also needed 
will be paper plates and nap- 
kins. 

Towel* for emergency table 
use, plus cooking and eating 
utensils, measuring cup and 
bottle openers, pocket knife and 
matches, will needed. 

Canned milk for baby, and 
canned foods for diabetic or 
others requiring special diets 
should be provided. 

A large covered garbage can 
may be used for garbage Smal- 
ler garbage cans with tight fitt- 
ing lids should be used for hu- 
man wastes. A supply of soap, 
toilet tissue, and. If there Is a 
baby, disposable diapers, should 
be stored In the shelter.
